ciency at Indian Head Groundi. 
Washlngtdn, March 10—The iwo 


baUloshtps provided for in the current 
naval bill may be armed with sixteen 
inch rifles, the heaviest naval guua 
ever designated. 


Already the new sixteen inch navy 


gun aas been subjected to test,R at the 
Indian, Head proving grounds, and 
while details of its construction and 
performance closely are guarded, it is 
known that the gigantic weapon has 
given proof of its efllcien<'y which de- 
lighted navy ordnance experts. 


Some idea of the probable size of 


the new American gun may be ga.th 
crcd from the fact that each of the 
eight fifteen inch guns of the British 
battleship Queen 
Elizabeth weighs 


ninety-six tons, while similar rifles de- 
signed for German battleships each 
woigh more than eighty-two tons.

The e\ils of tenantry are more pronounced in the south than 


they are in tho north—and thinking men here are realizing that it 
is bad enough with us. To show whal the south is up against, in this 
respect we have clipped Ihe following from the Greenville (Texas) 
Banner. The figures show better than words the alarming extent 
farm tenantry has taken hold of the newer states of the Union. 
Here is a portion of the article referred to: 


Only 99,734 or 24 per cent of the farms of Texas, are en- 


tirely owned by the farmers, who are operating -on them. 


Less than eight per cent of She Texas tenant farmers pay 


cash rentals. 


There are 314,263 homeless fanners in Texas and only 55,- 


000 of them are negroes, leaving 259,000 white fanners that do 
not own the soil they till or the homes they live in. 


There are 219,575 tenant farmers in Texas, and in addition 


to this munber 28,348 farm land owners rent additional land, 
, making a total of 247.923 farm land renters in the State. 


More than 202,000 Texas tenant fanners operate on a 


share basis while only 17,549 pay cash rental. 
/ 
In 1880 only 38 per cent of the Texas farmers were tenants, 


42 per cent in 1890, 50 per cent in 1900 and 50 per cent in 1910. 


Tenants constitute 53 per cent of the farm operators of 


Texas, and cultivate 47 per 'cent cf cm tillable land. 


During the past twenty years the number of all farms in 


Texas has increased 83 per cent, while the farms operated by 
tenants has a gain of 130 per cent. Farm home owners have 
increased only 50 per cent during this time. 


The land and buildings on the tenant farms of Texas are 


worth only one-half as much as those on the farms operated by 
owners. 


This is a fearful showing for ono of the newest and richest states 


of the Union.
